state Treaty is concluded, Numerous visits recently made by Soviet Director 
POPOV and Soviet chief bookkeeper LASUTIN to DDSG offices have prompted con- 
siderable speculation on the part of Juschwneschtrans employees regarding 
the possibility of some sort of merger between these two firms, 
Lo jalthough the relation between Juschwneschtrans and DDSG has never 
been revealed openly, Juschwneschtrans as the Land Transport Department of 
DDSG, which is directly subordinate to the Ministry of Trade in Moscow, has 
always referred personnel matters and questions of administrative policy to 
the Soviet Director of DDSG,* Meanwhile, during the past few weeks Jusch~ 
wneschtrans has been negotiating with commercial agents from western coun- 
tries as well as representatives of various Balkan shipping firms in an 
effort to build up a legitimate Danube shipping business.** About 1 July 
1949, Juschwneschtrans trucks removed tons of lead from USIA warehouses 
ae.
